Trap Is Sprung at 1:45 Before Throng That In- 
cludes Sheriffs of Two States—Spectacle in the 
Little City Resembles a Carnival Event 
—Many Struggle for Admittance. 





The taking of a human life gave St. Charles, Mo., a Roman

William Jeffries, slayer of William Wussler, was hanged, and 
thousands went to see the spectacle of a man going to his death. 
/Within the inclostire where the hanging occurred were 1500 men 


and 20 women. 


Thousands of others thronged the streets and 


-elamored at the doors of the Jail, fighting and pushing each other 
to obtain a glimpse of the execution. 


It was like a carnival day in the little 
city. Gaily dressed women:-and men in 
their Sunday best traveled miles by 
rail or in vehicles to. be there when 
Jeffries died. 

For two hours before the time bes for 
the hanging the crowd moved up and 
diown the streets in the neighborhood of

Many Cry in Rage When Shut Out. 


When at last the gates were closed 
and no more were permitted to enter, 
those outside set upa cry of rage. They 
were to be cheated of a sight which 
they had come miles to see, and they 
were not willing to ong so witheut mak- 
ing a protest. 

Even as the sities ‘man was be- 
ing led to the scaffold there was pound-’ 
ing on the Jail deors, mingled with cries 
of protest. 

Inside the tnclosure the crowd swelt- 
ered and waited. There were sheriffs 
from two states included in the ‘threng. 
It was orderly enough, but as the .min- 
utes dragged there were signs of impa- 
tlence and more than once some impa- 
tient one in,the throng would yell: 

“Bring him*out, bring him out.” 

It was thumbs down for William 
Jeffries: The holiday crowd waited im- 
patiently for him to come forth and die. 

Walks With Priest to Scaffold. 

When Jeffries appeared he walked be- 
tween a deputy and a priest. His eyes 
Were cast down and he. mumbled a 
prayer, taking the werds from the 
priest. ’ 

“Hats off! cried the Sheriff. Almost 
without exception the men in the crowd 
obeyed. 

Jeffries mounted the steps of the 
scaffold.

Motionless fans in the restaurant of 
L. E. Black, 3215 lranklin avenue, 
bear silent witness to the methods of 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. 

Mr. Black was offered a contract for 
direct current for the operation of his 
fans. He signed the contract in good 
faith, after Union Electric's represen- 
tatives had promised to furnish him 
any kind of current he desired. 


The contract department of Union 


Electric refused to approve the ‘con- 
tract. The company then offered to fur- 
nish alternating current. 

But Mr. Black’s direct current fans 
cannot be operated by alternating cur- 
rent. He says that Union Electric of- 
fered to trade him alternating current 
fans for his direct current ‘ans pro- 
vided he would pay $15 difference on 
each fan. 

Complaints of this kind would be sub- 
ject to investigation by a public serv- 
ice commission. Numerous complaints 
of discriminations, overcharges, in- 
creased bills, refusal to give service at 
all except upon the iron clad rules of 
Union Electric, show the necessity of 
prompt action on the utilities bills, now 
pending in the Municipal Assembly. 

‘‘Last year I got power to operate my 
fans from May 1 to Nov. 1 for $12 a 
fan,”’ gaid Mr. Block in discussing his 
case. “This year the contract called for 
$15 for each fan from May 16 to Oct.

“The period of service is one month 
shorter, but the price for power has 
been increased $3 a fan. 

“My fans are almost new. The com- 
pany’s solicitors told me that I could 
get only second-hand fans in exchange

“T fred not at Dreyfus, but at Drey- 
fusism. It was revolting to me to see 
the noble army of France mix in an 

affeir' of this sort, which at best con- 
cerned only the Government and the 
Dreyfus family.” 

Ceremony Was Opposed. 

The “affair” to which he referred was 
the grand ceremony over the ashes of 
Zola, whose famous “I Accuse” letter, 
charging the heads of the French Army 
with conspiracy against Dreyfus, gained 
the persecuted prisoner his liberty. 

Disorder was anticipated at today’s 
exercises, which were witnessed by 150,- 
0 persons, inside and outside the Pan- 
theon, 

Opposition to removing the remains 
of Zola to the Pantheon arose from the 
fact that he is thus honored because 
of his famous letter, not because of his 
literary works. He was the first ‘suc- 
cessful leader in the Dreyfus war; he 
vanquished the general staff of the 
army, and to give him glorious burial 
in the National Pantheon at the side of 
Berthelot and President Carnot, Victor 
Hugo, Voltaire and Rousseau, to an ac- 
companiment of martial music, while 
long lines of soldiers defiled before his 
tomb, aroused the passions of a large 
number of French people. 

Papers Attacked Zola. 

Gregori is @ years old and Is one 
of the editors of La France Militaire. 
His act undoubtedly was inspired by the 
campaign which the reactionary press 
has been conducting against the mem- 
ory of Zola as “an insulter of the 
army” and “a traducer of his country.” 

The Catholic Faith, a paper to which 
Gregori was attached, was a support- 
er of Gen. Boulanger, and was-violent- 
ly opposed to Dreyfus. 

A special edition of La Libre Parole, 
published yesterday afternoon, was a di- 
rect incitement to violencs, 

The incident occurred at the foot of 
the catafalque directly in front of the 
tribune from which M. Daumergue, 
Minister of Public Instruction, had de- 
livered a eulogy on M. Zola’s match- 
less courage in arousing the conscience 
of the nation to the necessity of doing 
justice to Dreyfus.

Gregori was born in 1842, and is a na- 
tive of Belley. He had his revolver 
in his hand and $110 in his pocket when 
he was seized. 

In an official declaration in the pres- 
ence of the magistrate, Gregori said he 
belonged to no political party, and that 
he had always held aloof from tne 
struggle over Dreyfus. 

He appealed to Mathieu Dreyfus, the 
Major's brother, who was present at 
the interrogatory, to bear witness that 
in 1894, when Mathieu had seen him fre- 
quently, he Gregori, always had main 
tained a prudent reserve. 


He took this occasion to thank 


Mathieu for helping to protect him from |: 


the fury of the crowd, saying ‘“‘with- 
out the aid furnished by you and M. 
Moquin, the police inspector, I should 
have been killed. See my clothes, they

Martin Fidnick, a Hungarian lead 
miner, is being held by the St. Louis 
police on @ warrant charging that he 
fired a shot which caused the death of 
Frank Buchanan, a fellow miner at 


Desloge, Mo., 60 miles southeast of St. 

Louis. 

A ‘ldne-dietalies telephone message to. 
the Post-Dispateh from Desloge Thurs- 
day s&@ys the authorities there are in- 
vestigating a statement that Fidnicx 
“doctored” a fuse so that it would burn 
quickly and cause a premature explo- 
sion when Buchanan lit it. 

Buchanan and Fidnick were alone in 
a chamber of the mine @ix weeks ago. 
When a blast was fired prematurely, 
Buchanan wags buried under a pile of 
ore and Fidnick escaped. 

The death was believed to be acci- 
dental. Two days later one of the Hun- 
garian miners went to the office of the 
company and said Fidnick and Buch- 
anan had quarreled and Fidnick had 
sworn vengeance. He said another miner 
told him Fidnick pulled the string out 
of a fuse, leaving. only the outer cov- 
ering of paper, and placed this fuse in 
a charge set for Buchanan to fire.’ 

On the following day both Fidnick and 
the man who had informed against him 
disappeared. 

At police headquarters Fidnick pro- 
tests the death of Buchanan was acci- 
dental. He says before the premature 
blast he warned several other workmen 
and helped them to reach places of 
safety so as to avoid falling ore.

Woman Who Is Anarchist Is. 


Declared Unfit to Care 
for Their Boy. 


James W. Steele and Stella Campbell, 
or Steele, did not believe a marriage 
ceremony made the obligation any more 
binding than did a simple agreement 
that they should be married, according 
to the testimony of Steele in a _ suit 
for divorce in Judge Kinsey’s court. 
After the agreement, Steele said, the 
woman refused to take his name, in- 
sisting there was no reason for a wom- 
an sacrificing her name merely be- 
cause she was marrfed. 

Steele, whose address is given as 2926 
Pine street, and the woman he is suing 
for divorce, Who lives at 809 Cherry 
street, Kansas City, sat facing each 
other in court without speaking. 

Steele had begun the story of his 
wedding when Judge Kinsey interrupt- 
ed him: 

“What do you understand by mar- 
riage?’ 

“If people intend to be true to each 
other, an pgreement that they shall be 
man and wife is all that is necessary,” 
responded Steele. 

“My views and those of my wife co- 
incided when we were married. We 
agreed to live together. It was and 
still is my belief that a ceremony adds 
no more obligation than does an agree- 
ment. I have seen so many marriages 
with a ceremony which did not last. 

“It was not our purpose to live to- 
gether for a time and then - separate. 
With a marriage of persons holding our 
opinions, I believe it is just as binding 
that a couple shall continue in that 
state until one dies.’’ 

“Do you know what free love is?’’ 
asked Attorney L. C. Dyer, represent- 
ing the woman. 

Married for All Time or May. Be. 

‘Yes. But our marriage was not ex- 
actly what free love means. We were 
married for all time, 
course, there were no grounds for di- 
vorce.”’ 

The woman denies there was an 
agreement that they should be married. 
Attorney Dyer introduced letters writ- 
ten to the woman by Steele after their 
separation addressed to her as “Stella 
Campbell.” 

‘Why did you address her that way 
if she was your wife?’ Dyer asked. 

‘Because she never would take my 
name. That was her maiden name. 
She had been n.arried once before and 
did not take her first husband’s name. 
She said it was a sacrifice for a woman 
to give up her name and she did not 
propose to do so.” 

Ceremony O. K. for Some. ‘ 

“Which do you consider the right 
way to get married?” 

‘Well, for me, the way I was mar- 
ried is the right way. For some other 
people who don’t think just as I do, 
probably a ceremony would be better.’ 

Steele testified that soon after their 
marriage in 1893 he discovered his wife 
was an anarchist. 
tended an anarchistic meeting in a hall 
on Franklin avenue when Emma Gold- 
man delivered an address. 

“My wife insisted in giving her views 
whenever I took anybody home with 


me,”’ said Steele. ‘She declared nothing 
short of violence ever would remove the 
yoke of constituted government, which, 
she said, was a burden the laboring 
men were fools for bearing when it 
could be removed so easily by vio- 
lence.,”’ 

“You continued your marriage rela- 
tions up until the time of your separa- 
tion, did you? 

Love Pades Before Separation, 

“No. The love between us vanished at 
least two years before our separation, 
and I did not believe it proper to con- 
tinue our frelations,”’ he testified. 

“Tt continued to live with her,” he 
continued, “‘because I did not want to 
be separated from my boy. 

‘‘My wife objected to my occupation. 
I am a carpenter. She declared it was 
a disgrace to be married to a working- 
man. Once she said she would rather 
starve fo death as a lawyer than make 
a living as a carpenter.” 

The son, now 10 years old, is living 
with his mother in Kansas City. The 
father alleges the mother is not a proper 
person to have the custody of the child 
because of her anarchistic beliefs and 
her association with anarchists.

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UN SMITH 
PUSSIBLE UNDER 
ALDRICH LAW 


Banker Believes Loophole Will 
Never Be Taken Ad- 
vantage Of. 








St. Louis bankers expressed no sur- 
prise Thursday when shown Washing- 
ton dispatches to the effect that the 
new Aldrich currency law does not pro- 
hibit the issuance of “John Smith’ 
checks. . 

It was generally supposed that the 
provision for the issuance of $500,000,000 
in currency during a panic or severe 
financial stringency placed a perma- 
nent ban on the Clearing House certifi- 
cates. 

This, however, is erroneous. It ap- 
pears the new law makes no reference 
to the Clearing House certificate, al- 
though St. Louis bankers are of the 
opinion that no advantage will be taken 
ef this apparent loophole. 

“The distinct inference of the new 
law,” said Charles H. Huttig, president 
of the Third National Bank, “is that 
only currency shall be issued in times 
of financial stress. 

Use of Certificates Improbable. 

“While the Clearing House is not for- 
bidden, I doubt whether it will ever be 
used again.” 

The law provides elaborate machin- 
ery for the organization of national cur- 
rency associations, formed of not less 
than ten national banks, the purpose of 
which is to render a basis for the addi- 
tional circulation of securities, including 
Gommercial paper, held by a national 
banking association. All circulation not 
based on United States bonds is to be 
taxed 5 per cent the first month and 1 
per cent additional until it reaches 10 
per cent. The 10-per-cent tax has proved 
prohibitive against the issuance of state 
banks and would be too heavy a burden 
to permit national bank emergency ctir- 
rency to remain outstanding. 

To Drive Out eee Currency 


The tax was made heavy in order to 
drive the emergency curency out of cir- 
culation as’ soon as the need of it had 
passed. 

Under the circumstances if an emer- 
gency should arise, treasury officials 
are of the opinion that instead of issu- 
ing highly taxed emergency currency, 
they would again resort to the issuances 
of clearing house certificates, which 
would cost them nothing. Over §$100,- 
900,000 in these certificates was issued 
last fall. 

If this theory of the Treasury Depart- 
ment is correct the whole purpose of 
Congress in endeavoring to provide, the 
means to guard against money panics, 
through the Aldrich-Vreeland biil, wilt 
nave failed.

Hauschulte to Invite Debate 
Friday on High Bids for 
Printing. 





CIRCULATION IS LOWER 





Westliche Post Did Work in 
4895-1896 for 1.25 
Cents a Line. 





Chairman William Hauschulte of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Council told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that he was writing a report 
on the overcharge of the German pa- 
pers for city printing. He will submit 
his report to the Council Friday after- 
noon for the purpose of putting the 
question before that body for debate 
and such action as it desires to take. 

Mr. Hauschulte said his report would 
condemn the combine of German news- 
papers for its bid on city printing at 
rates higher than it charged for com- 
mercial ‘advertising and higher than En- 
glish newspapers of several times great- 
er circulation charged for the same 
work. 

The report is the result of the com- 
mittee meeting Tuesday afternoon when 
John Schroers, secretary of the German- 
American Press Association, which 
owns two German papers, yefused to 
answer questions relating to his bids 
on printing unless the committee should 
go into secret session. Mr. Schroers 
said he could not ‘‘with dignity” an- 
swer questions before the public. 

In 1895-96 the Westliche Post did the 
city printing for 1.25 cents a line. 
While that newspaper was then more 
prosperous than it is now, and had a 
wider circulation, its owners were aware 
that the St. Louis German newspaper 
field was growing narrower. 

In 1896 negotiations were under taken 
looking to the consolidation of the 
Westliche Post with the Anzeiger. This 
consolidation was effected and the An- 
zeiger, which had been a morning pa- 
per, became an evening paper. 


The German newspaper bids for the 
city printing in 1896 were as follows: 
: Cents 


Atzeiger 
Amerika 
Westliche Post 


In the following year the Amerika, 
which had in 1896 bid as low as 3.50 
per line, advanced its bid to 10 cents 
per line and has persisted in bidding 
the same figure ever since. 

In 1897 the Westliche Post got the con- 
tract at 6 cents per line. 

So persistently has the Amerika re- 
mained out of the competition for the 
city printing since its bid of 3.50 cents 
per line in 1896 that the Anzeiger or 
Westliche Post had the city work con- 
tinuously and for a price nearly twice as 
large as their rate to their largest mer- 
chant advertisers. 

Tells of Amerika Bid. 

Tuesday, before the City Council 
Committee on Ways and Means, John 
A. Peitzmeier, business manager of 
the Amerika, said his paper bid 10 
cents without any expectation that 
the work would be awarded, but sim- 
ply to forestall any persons who 
might say the Amerika could not 
swear to a circulation in excess of 8000 
copies daily.

tify additions to the plant. 

This view was not held by the 
Amerika’s managers in 1896, but was 
apparently adopted by them immedi. 
ately subsequent to the consolidation 
of the two principal German ne a- 
pers. 

Citeulation Is Reduced. 

German newspaper circulations are 
very much reduced now in comparison 
with their circulation in 189%, when the 
Amerika bid 3.50 per line. There are 
very many less persons in St.» Louis 
whe know German well enough to find 
pleasure in reading a German news- 
paper. 

Immigration from the German prov- 
inces has almost ceased, and the sons 
of those who came in the flood of that 
immigration are Americans in every- 
thing. 

They do not care for German newspa- 
pers, and many of them cannot read 
German readily, while. they read and 
enjoy American papers.

row to begin hearing contests, prelim- 
inary to the national convention, the 
Republican party has squarely put up to 
it the problem of pacifying the negro 
vote, which holds the balance of power 
in pivotal States which are now Re- 
publican. 

The issue is presented by the fact 
that most of the 200 contests before ‘the 
committee are between black and white 
delegations, the white men dubbed the 
Lily Whites, being for Secretary Taft 
and the negroes, termed the Black and 
Tans, being for Senator Foraker. 

The same contests involve also the 
question of party control by federal 
appointees, most of the white Taft 
delegations being the creations of fed- 
eral officeholders. 


Taft Must Get Half. 
Secretary Taft's chances for the nom- 


ination are vitally involved in the fight. 
If he is to have a majority of in- 
structed delegates on the first ballot, 
he must get about 100 in the contests, 
or one-half of those contested. 

Decisions in favor of Taft can be 
made by the committee only by turn- 
ing down the negro delegates and by 
indorsing the activity of the federal 
officeholders who controlled the con- 
ventions selecting the Lily White dele- 
gations. 4“: tn ee 

The national committee is about even- 
ly divided between Taft and anti-Taft 
members, and the anti-Taft men wil 
make a hard fight to force the commit- 
tee to decide against the Taft dele- 
gations, arguing that this is necessary, 
because the Republican party must win 
back the negro vote lost as a result 
of the ‘Brownsville episode. 

The chief contests are from Alabama, 
Louisiana, Tennessee, Mississippi, North 
and South Carolina, Virginia, Florida, 
Texas and Arizona. In these States 
both the delegates-at-large and the 
district delegates are contested, and in 
several instances there will be three 
sets of delegates fighting for seats. 

Contests From Missouri. 

In addition, there are: isolated contests 
from Missouri, Arkansas, Olio, Ken- 
tucky, Oklahoma and Alaska. In these 
the issue is not a race question, but is 


a fight between office holders and their 
opponents. 

All the presidential candidates have 
opened elaborate headquarters and the 
anti-Taft contestants will have the 
strong support of the combined Cannon- 
Fairbanks-Hughes-Knox-Foraker forces. 

The fact that the Taft managers are 
willing to make concessions to save 
their candidate, is indicated by their 
recent course. They consented after a 
protest to the choice of Senator Bur- 
rows, an anti-Taft man, as temporary 
chairman. They are willing to take Sen- 
ator Crane, a Taft enemy, as chairman 
of the national committee, and they 
have acquiesced in the selection of Sen- 
ator Hopkins, a close associate of Sen- 
ator Aldrich, as chairman of the reso- 
lutions committee.

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Chamber of Deputies Unani- 
mously Passes Bill Aimed 
at American Trust.

Bucharest, May 17.—A law calculated 
to drive the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, U. S. A., out of Roumania has 
just been passed unanimously in the 
Chamber of Deputies. This was done in 
Order to protect the Roumanian oil 
ficids and the Roumanian oil producers. 
Minister of Finance Costinescu, who 
framed and introduced the bill, said that 
the Standard Oil, which managed’ to 
get into the country 11 months ago, 
was becoming a menace to local re- 
finers. In fact, a number of small re- 
finers were driven out of business by 
the methods of the Standard Oil agents, 
Costiné%eu charges. 

In the 11 months of Standard Oil su- 
premacy in Roumania coal oil has been 
reduced to one-half its former price. 
This, of course, was welcomed by fhe 
consumer. But the economists acquaint- 
ed with Standard Oil methods surmised 
that the object of the concern was not 
to furnish oil cheaper than any one 
else could, but to drive out of the field 
those who could not cornpetegand to 
bring to terms those who are able to 
compete for a short time. 


Native Refiners Affected: 
The reduction of the price of oll re- 


sulted in losses to the Roumanian re- 
finers, as the Standard Oil sold the 
article cheaper than it could be pro- 
duced. It was predicted that as. soon 
as the Standard Oil people forced the 
Roumanian refiners to terms the prices 
of oil would soar high enough to regain 
not only the losses of the company 
but bring enormous dividends. This in- 
duved Costinescu to frame and intro- 
duce his bill, which was speedily passed. 

This new law gives the Government 
entire control of the oil business. The 
low provides a maximum price which 
may be charged for oil. It prescribes 
the amount of oil each refiner is per- 
mitted to produce yearly. Those pro- 
ducing more than the law allows will 
be heavily fined and the Government in- 
spectors who will fail to do their duty 
in inspecting both quality and quantity 


of of] produced will be fined, impris-

“They talked of the vast amount of 
work for good that was to be done in 
this country, and Mr. Rockefeller ex- 
plained how he was trying to do his 
part.” 

It was characteristic of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler that when he reached Mr. Butler’s 
country estate, a mile away from his 
own in Pocantico Hills, he had the 
chauffeur stop at the gate and then, 


jumped spryly out from the machine 
and walked up to the door.

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COST OF THE BIG STICK. 

Senator Culberson presented some sstatistics 
in the Senate the other day which vividly illus- 
trate the growth of the big stick, 

The combined total expenditures of the mili- 
tary and naval establishment for the six years 
1892-1897 inciusive was $484,299,699.13. 

Omitting reference to expenditures during the 
years 1898-1902 because they grew out of actual 
war, we find that the total of such expenditures 
for the six years 1903-1908 .was $1,328,679,524.75. 

The expenditures for’ the second six-year peri- 
od exceeded those of the first by $844,379,825.82, 
or 174.3 per cent. 

Estimating the increase of . population from 
1892 to 1908 at 331-3 per cent, « corresponding 
increase in war expenses would have been $161,- 
433,233.04. The rate of increase cf such expenses 





is about five times the rate of increase _of 
population. 
These huge sums are not for war but for 


peace. So says Mr. Roosevelt. But how does 
he explain the enormaus increase in the cost of 
keeping the peace? Why has. it cost ‘nearly 
three times as much to avert war during the six 
years just passed than it did for the peried 1892- 
1897? If this policy continues we shall have to 
go to war to escape the burden of peace. Could 
anything better demonstrate thé dull-witted ab- 
surdity of the jingo pleas for the aed stick? 
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Webster defines dignity as “the state of being 
worthy or honorable; elevation of mind or char- 
acter; true worth; excellence” and_also as “ele- 
vated rank; honorable station; high office,’ po- 
litical or ecclesiastical; degree of excellence; pre- 
ferment; exaltation.”

A DISINTERESTED VIEW. 

After a prolonged and thorough study of in- 
dustrial conditions in this country, Mr. Sey- 
mour Bell, British Commercial Agent in. the 
United States, recently made a report to Parlia- 
ment in which he declares his opinion that the 
cloud of uncertainty and depression hanging 
over the business of the States is passing away. 
After reciting the facts leading up to the 
breakdown last October and making an analysis 
of the conditions following the panic, Mr. Bell 
says: 

“The cloug of uncertainty which has _ been 
hanging over the country for so long, and grad- 
ually growing more threatening, is now passing 
away, and it may be said that the worst of the 
storm has now passed. There will in all prob- 
ability - be mercantile disturbances for some 
months to ccme, but readjustment and recupera- 
tion are well under way, and unless labor trou- 
bles should retard the improvement or monopo- 
lies of capital interfere to keep up prices at too 
high a level, it is expected that before many 
months have passed business will be on a safer 
and more normal basis.” 

Mr. Bell’s views are entitled to special consid- 
eration because he is a foreign observer, entire- 
ly without pérsonal interest in the fortune or 
misfortune of this country, and since he is an 
expert employed by his government to obtain 
trustworthy information, his opinions can be re- 
lied upon as well-founded in the facts of the sit- 
uation. His report should strengthen the opti- 
mistic sentiment of American. business men. 
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When complaints to the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. of overcharges‘ ate’ referred to 
high-priced engineers to be adjusted at the cost 
of complainants the limit. of Hard dealing has 
been reached. The only adequate relief lies. in 
public ‘regulation by law.

In the City Jail. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. Ps 

Having noticed for some time how everyone with 
a wrong to right finds such a ready champion in 
the Post-Dispatch, I thought it only right to call 
attention through its columns to a class of men who 
have as yet never had their complaints aired to the 
public. I mean the inmates of the City Jail. A 
short time' ago the grand jury visited the Jail and 
allowed the Jailer to Bhow it such parts of the place 
as he wanted them to see. But the food furnished 
the prisoners was not shown. I suppose the Jaller’s 
word was gpod for that. But I wonder what Mr. 
Wolf would say if he was asked to explain why 80 
many of the prisoners fall into fits, spasms and other 
maladies since he has been Jailer? Or how can he 
explain that the privilege of visiting prisoners on 
Sunday has been discontinued? Most of the pris- 
oners have only such friends and relatives as earn 
their living by labor, and they haye no chance to 
visit the Ja# through the week. Prisoners are al- 
lowed visits on Mondays,. Wednesdays and Fridays, 
from 1 till 2 in the afternoon, as follows: White pris- 
oners charged with felony. ffom 1 till 1:30; colored 
prisoners charged with felony from 1:30 till 1:45; all 
prisoners charged with. petit larceny and minor of- 
fenses, from 1:45 till 2. ‘The jail breakfast consists of 
a piece of bread and a cup of bitter liquid called 
coffee, but which is in fact no more coffee than 
flows down the Mississippi River. For dinner, a 
piece of bread, a plate containing a mixture of swill 
and peor meat. (Where are the meat inspectors?) 
Sometimes there are perfectly raw potatoes, at other 
times the ‘‘boys’” get a spoonful of beans as an 
‘‘extry.”” On Mondays, Wednesdays, Fridays and 
Sundays they are allowed an hour in the morning 
and an hour in the evening for exercise. On Tues- 
days and Thursdays they are “cut out’’ of their 
morning recess, and on Saturdays they get none at 
‘all. Clean clothing can be passed in, through all 
hours of the day, but food-is allowed to come in 
only on “visiting’’ days, ‘in the afternoon. Clean 
clothing must be wrinkled and fumigated before it 
reaches the prisoner. Matches, such as can be 
bought anywhere at 1 cent, are sold in the Jail at 3 
cents per box; one sheet of writing paper, one en- 
velope and a 2-cent stamps costs 5c; 10-cent pies are 
cut into three pieces and sold at 5 cents per slice, or 
15 cents each. Prisoners have only a huge wogden 
spoog to eat with, a spoon with the bow! of it about 
8X1% inches. EX-PRISONER.

Bullock, Richard Croker’s cast-off jock- 
ey, rode her. 

‘Mr. Belmont’s Norman III closed the 
favorite at 5 to 1 against. There was 
6 to 1 against Vanderbilt's Sea Sick II. 
Lucien Lyne, an American jockey, rode 
Mountain Apple, which was prominent 
in the running and finished fourth. 

Whatever disappointment the King 
and Messrs. Belmont and Vanderbilt suf 
fered, Richhard Croker, who won last 
year’s Derby with Orby, was the most 
disgusted man at the course. He feels 
certain that he let escape him the: dis- 
tinguished honor of winning two derbys 
in succession. He is even more chag- 


rined than the owners of the losing fa- 
vorites. 


“My filly, Rhodora, can beat Signor- 
inetta any day in the week,’’ said Mr. 
Croker. ‘‘Why, Rhodora ran away from 
Signorinetta when they met in_ the 
Thousand Guineas at Newmarket, six 
weeks ago, and she will beat her again 
if Signorinetta runs in the Oaks next 
Friday. 1 have done most of Rhbodora’s 
training myself and on American lines.”’ 

Mr. Croker did not think enough of 
Rhodora, as a yearling, to enter her for 
the Derby, hence his disgust. 

August Belmont, when questioned 
about his colt’s defeat, answered rather 
brusquely:

Joseph Hawk owes it to his fleetness 
of foot that he wag not swept away by 
rushing waters and drowned when the 
Wise levee, across the Mississippi River 
from Alton, broke. He was working on 
the levee when it began tO crumble un- 
der his feet. - A part of the embank- 


ment caved in 80 close to where he was 
standing that he almost went down with 
it. He ran for his life along the top of 
the levee, which continued to cave in at 
his heels. 

When the break was a hundred feet 
wide, the outlet relleved the pressure 
and the rest of the levee withstood it. 

Protected Two Farms. 

The levee, which was built after the 
flood of 1903, protected 600 acres belong- 
ing to Alexander Wise and 200 acres be- 
longing to John Waggoner, all of it 
planted with wheat and corn. The esti- 
mated loss is about $8000. 

The water is lapping the railroad 

tracks on the St. Louis levee and a rise 
of a few more inches will bring it up to 
the supports of the elevated railway at 
the lowest points, Lucas avenue and 
Spruce street. If it goes no higher than 
30 feet, however, no damage will be done 
except to the contents of cellars. A 
stage of 38 feet was reached-during the 
flood of 1908. 
East St. Louis has not begun to worry 
about high water. There will havs to 
be a further rise of 4 feet before it will 
be necessary to take steps to keep it 
out,

ONE PIECE, 
Tests Were Made With a Clay 
Model Before Work Was 
Undertaken. 


500 CARATS 








NEW YORK, June 4—Louis Asscher 
and Henry Duizend of the diamond cut- 
ting firm of Joseph Asscher & Co., Lon- 
don, Paris and Amsterdam, came to New 
York a few days ago intending to spend 
a quiet vacation here on their first visit 
to this side of the Atlantic. But they | 

were found out and made to talk of the 

contract their firm is now working on in 
cutting the Cullinan diamond, the won- 
derful gem presented to King Edward 
VII of England by the Transvaal. 

The stories of this wonderful gem 
have taken the luster from those historic 
tales of the Kobinoor, the famous dia-. 
mond owned by Queen Victoria. 

The Cullinan diamond, after it has 
been cut, is to be placed among the 
crown jewels of the royal famfly~ of 
Great Britain, and the work of sepa- 
rating it into parts and removing possi- 
ble defects was essentially a delicate 
one. Joseph Asscher, head of the firm, 
undertook the task in person. 

First he cleft the diamond into two 
pieces, in such a way that a defective 
spot in it was split exactly in the cen- 
ter, Jeaving a part of this defect on each } 
piece of the stone. Now, from one piece 
is being cut the large diamond and the 
other part will be cut into smaller sizes, 
and even then one of these smaller 
stones, when finished, will be one of the 
largest diamonds in existence. The lar- 
ger stone probably will be drop shaped. 

Model Is Cut First. 

At the Hotel Knickerbocker Lduls 
Asscher explained how the work was 
done. First, he said, a model of the 
diamond was prepared in clay and ex- 
periments were tried upon this model, 
in order to arrive at a definite plan of 
procedure. 

When it had been determined how 
best to go on, a special box, with slid- 
ing sides, was prepared and the dia- 
mond was imbedded in cement and 
placed on the top of a stick, not un- 
like a large drumstick, and an Incision 


made by another stick, in which Was 
imbedded a sharp cutting diamond, 
edge upward. When the incision was 
made aie specially constructed = knife 
blade was placed in the slit and struck 
with terrific force with a thick piece of 
cleaving the stone in twain. The

CHICAGO, June 4.—With a death rate 
for 1907 lower than in any American 
city of 600,000 or over, Chicago comes 
to the front with the claim of being the 
healthiest of the larger cities of the 
United States.

National Anti - Tuberculosis 
League Begins Three-Day 
| Meeting. 


AT DELMAR ° GARDEN 








Physicians and Laymen From 
Almost Every State in 
Attendance. 


a 





The American Anti-Tuberculosis 
League, an organization composed of 
physicians and laymen from all parts 
of the country, banded together for the 
purpose of stamping out the ‘white 
plague,” began its first annual con- 
vention in St. Louis Thursday, and will 
ee in session until saturday even- 
ng. 

The meetings are being held in the 
theater at Delmar Garden, and con- 
sumption of the lungs, its prevention 
and cure, and the growth of the bat- 
tle against it, will be discussed in all 
phases. 

The movement is not one which con- 
cerns physicians alone, and the great 
majority of the members of the league 
are laymen, who are interested in a 
humanitarian way in crushing out the 
scourge. The public is urged by the 
association to attend the meetings, 
which will be largely educational, and 
the papers by investigators will be 
couched in language that is not tech- 
nical so far as possible. 

St. Louis Is Favored. 

One of the most important features of 
the present session will be the discus- 
sion of the project to make St. Louis 
the permanent headquarters of the 
league, with proper buildings for the 
conduct of the fight against tubercu- 
losis. 

The league has perfected its organ- 
zation and has vice-presidents in many 
Southern states and territories. These 
appoint superintendents in every coun- 
ty, who in turn choose lecturers’ in 
every school district to teach the peo- 
ple the danger from contagion and the 
care of persons afflicted and the cure 
of the disease. 

It is confidently predicted that, with 
the aggressive policy of the league 
and the strength that is sure to come 
with age, tuberculosis will be a thing 


of the past in this country, in much 
the same manner as the terrors of 
smallpox have been reduced to a’ mini- 
mum. 

The terrible toll taken bv consump- 
tion in this country will be made evi- 
dent to everyone and the danger from 
contagion will be made manifest so 
that everyone will guard against it. 

Woman’s Auxiliary. 


One of the most important additions 
to the army of tuberculosis fighters is 
the Woman’s Auxillary of the Ameri- 
can Anti-Tuberculosis League, of which 
Dr. Ellen M. Osborn of St. Louis is 
president and Georgina Raby secretary. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary will meet in 
the Park Hotel, one block from Uni- 
versity City, Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday, in the chapel, which seats 700, 
in conjunction with the men’s meeting 


‘at Delmar Garden. 


Delegates will be present from every- 
where, and the work of education in 
fighting tuberculosis will be widely 
spread. 

During its present session the league 
will form a business organization, which 
will control its funds in a systematic 
manner, and broaden the work of es- 
tablishing sanitaria in the arid regions, 
where the cure of consumption can be 
more effectively carried on. 

The problem of having the nation and 
states take an active part in fighting 
the scourge, by the establishment of 
reservations where patients may be 
cured, will also be taken up. 

More Than Fifty Papers,

cure of tuberculosis will be the subject 


of fifty or more papers from the most 
experienced men in the country, which 
will be delivered during the convention. 

Saturday. afternoon there will be a 
public debate at Delmar Garden Thea- 
ter, at which the question as to the 
merits of treating consumption in cities, 
and in the isolated regions of the arid 
West, will be discussed pro and con by 
some of the ablest men in the medical 
profession. 

Dr. Walter G. Tyzzer of St. Louis 
will lead the affirmative side of the 


question in an attempt to show that 
consumption can be and is more suc- 
cessfully treated in the arid West than 
in hospitals in ‘cities, and Dr. Joseph E. 
Chambers of St. Louis will lead the 
negative. 

The organization is non-professional, 
non-sectarian and non-political, and is 
all for humanity and the conservation of 


the public health.
